In the instant case the product can be made by a different process 
such as coprecipitation. 

Inventions I and III are directed to related products. The related inventions are 
distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can 
have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
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claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed have a different design since I is a composite body and III is an 
aggregate particle. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass 
overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious 
variants. 

Inventions I and IV are directed to an unrelated product and process. Product 
and process inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that the product cannot be used 
in, or made by, the process. See MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06. In the instant case, the 
product cannot be made by the process because the process makes aggregate 
particles whereas the product is a composite body. 

Inventions I and V are directed to an unrelated product and process. Product 
and process inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that the product cannot be used 
in, or made by, the process. See MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06. In the instant case, the 
product cannot be made by the process because the process makes aggregate 
particles whereas the product is a composite body.

In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed have a different mode of operation because V requires alkaline or 
acidic titania sol which is not included by II. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do 
not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show them 
to be obvious variants. 

Inventions III and IV are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2)

Inventions III and V are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)).
